Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tschirky 
etal., U.S. 4,329,127. 

Tschirky et al. discloses all the claimed limitations including a seal housing (S2), 
a dynamic seal (177), an elastomeric membrane (208) having a metallic part (205) and 
being proximate the seal, a fluid passage (112), piston (280), cylinder (279), and a mud 
pressure signal generator (fig 1 , M).
